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Remarks 

Reconsideration of this Application is respectfully requested. 

Upon entry of the foregoing amendment, claims 32 and 33 are pending in the 
application, with 32 being the sole independent claim. Claims 1-31 and 34 are sought to 
be cancelled without prejudice to or disclaimer of the subject matter therein. No new 
claims are sought to be added. These changes are believed to introduce no new matter, 
and their entry is respectfully requested. 

Based on the above amendments and the following remarks. Applicants 
respectfully request that the Examiner reconsider all outstanding objections and 
rejections and that they be withdrawn. Entry of these amendments after a Final Rejection 
is proper for the following reasons. First, no new matter is embraced by these 
amendments. In the Final Office Action, the Examiner indicated that claim 34 would be 
allowable if written in independent format to include all limitations of the base claim 2uid 
any intervening claims. The amendment set forth above does this. Claim 32 has been 
rewritten to incorporate the patentable subject matter of claim 34. Furthermore, claim 33 
depends from and adds further features to independent claim 32 and is thus patentable 
for at least the same reason as claim 32. Thus, claims 32 and 33 should now be in 
condition for allowance. Entry of these amendments and allowance of these claims will 
not require any further searching or undue consideration or burden on the Examiner.

All of the stated grounds of objection and rejection have been properly traversed, 
accommodated, or rendered moot. Applicants therefore respectfully request that the 
Examiner reconsider all presently outstanding objections and rejections and that they be 
withdrawn.
